Bellevue, O., June 29 UP)— 
Flooded Bellevue debated today 
the grim choice of deliberately 
breaking an earthen dike and al­ 
lowing 
impounded 
waters 
to 
sweep through the city or of do­ 
ing nothing at all and endurnig 
the wet scourge for another week 
or 10 day s. 
City officials, farmers and rep­ 
resentatives 
of 
the 
railroad 
whose embankment forms the 
dika. met today to make a deci­ 
sion. 
George Burgess, safety direc­ 
tor of this northern Ohio city 
of 6,000, said my sterious under­ 
ground rivers—which with heavy 
rains caused the flood in the first 
place, would not permit the sur­ 
face water to drain away norm­ 
ally for several day s. 
Behind the railroad embank­ 
ment is a lake estimated to cover 
2,000 acres as deep as 30 feet 
National guardsmen are patroll­ 
ing it, watching for breaks. 
The strategy of intentionally 
breaking the bank would be to 
permit the waters, under a sem­ 
blance of control, to flow through 
the city and into overland out­ 
lets rather than wait intermin- 


ably for absorption into the un­ 
derground channels. 
Rural residents along the lake 
made by the dike protested that 
they were suffering damage, ev­ 
en though the water has receded 
four feet from its peak of Satur­ 
day afternoon. 
On the other hand, residents 
of the city feared further dam­ 
age to their properties if the 
water were released. 
In Kilbourne street, in south­ 
ern Bellevue, observers said the 
water now was as deep as 15 
feet. Harmon Field, high school 
athletic ground near the center 
of town, was covered to a similar 
depth, 
and 
neighbors 
who 
watched closely said that seep­ 
age water had raised the level 
six inches overnight. 
Already 300 homes have been 
damaged and 100 families made 
homeless by water that is stand­ 
ing in the streets. Cellars in 1,000 
houses are flooded as the heav­ 
ily -laden underground streams 
struggle to carry their burden 
into Lake Erie on the north. The 
city council voted $100,000 as re­ 
lief fund.

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EUROPE’S CONTINUING CRISIS 
Europe has giv en a great deal of ev idence dur­ 
ing recent years that it is inured to crises. Hitler 
prov ided a swift succession of menacing situa­ 
tions through his rearmament policies and his 
reoccupation of the Rine zone. Mussolini, equally 
as bold, defied the world powers through his 
ruthless seizure of Ethiopia and his mepacing 
attitude toward Great Britain in td&e Mediterran­ 
ean. Since the outbreak of the Spanish war one 
crisis has followed fast upon another. Always, 
howev er, the imminent conflagration has been 
av erted, 
the 
day 
of 
dev astation 
deferred. 
Whether this present delicate situation, which 
Prime Minister Chamberlain characterizes as 
serious, but not hopeless, will ev entuate in war 
is a question whcih must be answered by the 
dev elopments of immediate future. 
There is no denying that German and Italian 
« Gov ernments, “determined to see France through 
in Spain,” hav e decided to follow a bold course. 
The assembling of large fleets in the Mediter­ 
ranean, the abandonment of all pretense at 
neutrality in Spain, the open determination of 
the Fascist powers to utilize Spain to their own 
adv antage once they hav e their man in control, 
and the apparent lack of respect for British and 
French power, combine to constitue a situation 
holding the potentialities of war. 
Chamberlain’s insistence that Britain “keep 
cool” is inspired, in the opinion of some of the 
more bold-minded of his countrymen, by timidity. 
And once Hitler and Mussolini are conv inced that 
Great Britain is, in fact, timed the knowledge 
will be accepted as a signal to go ahead. Insofar 
as Hitler, at least, is concerned, Spain will be only 
the beginning. 
With increased prestige and 
power, he will feel justified in following the road 
to the East which has at its end the rich wheat 
lands of the Ukraine. 
The situation in Europe at present is made for 
daring spirits. Both Hitler and Mussolini hav e 
dared greatly during the last few months and 
hav e emerged trium phant from resultant crises. 
With Russia shot through with conspiracy and 
treason and France and England fearful and 
jittery, conditions are fav orable to those who 
play the game with a high hand. This is a role 
for which Hitler and Mussolini are well suited. 


THE PEACE OF THE JUNG'tE 
.The widow of Martin Johnson, famous ex­ 
plorer and photographer of wild life, is “going 
home — to the little compound in East Africa 
which we built, my late husband and I, through 
the years.” Mrs. Johnson says she is returning 
to “warmth, beauty, simplicity and abundant life 
while my friends, it seems to me, are remaining 
behind in a bleak and frightened world.” 
“On this trip to America,” continued Mrs. 
Johnson, “I find myself surrounded by human 
beings who seem to be more dangerous than wild 
animals. They are capable of killing, not just to 
satisfy hunger, but to satisfy pride, appearances, 
ideas. I hav e encountered strikes, riots. I hav e 
heard frightful rumblings abroad. I hav e read 
of lynchings, of whippings, of secret societies 
bent on v engeance. I hav e learned that in one 
year 30,000 men and women, snapping under the 
strain of civ ilization, hav e taken their liv es. And 
always before my eyes is the ev er-mounting toll 
of the motor car. Ev en little children are the 
v ictims of haste and excitability.” 
Mrs. Johnson does not paint the picture in ex­ 
cessiv ely lurid colors. Her indictment of our civ i­ 
lization has a sound factual basis. It is not diffi­ 
cult to make out an impressiv e case in fav or of 
the jungle as a place of residence for those who 
seek the elusiv e objectiv e of peace.

FINAL ACTION NEARS 
ON RELIEF MEASURE 


Washington, June 28 (JP)—The 
administration’s 
$1,500,000,000 
relief bill neared final congres­ 
sional action today. 
Senate and nouse conferees 
agreed to trim $8,000,000 from 
$367,000,000 earmarked for the 
Public Works administration by 
the senate, ptherwise there were 
no other important changes in 
the measure as the senate ap­ 
prov ed it. 
The conferees agreement must 
be confirmed by senate and 
house. 
Exciting controv ersy as soon 
as it was introduced, the relief 
bill withstood attempts to reduce 
its total by as much as $500,000,- 
000. There also were unsuccess­ 
ful efforts to. curtail the presi­ 


dent’s discretionary powers as to 
allocation of the funds. 
The senate, immediately after 
conv ening, passed and forward­ 
ed to President Roosev elt a tax­ 
ation bill to finance the rev ise« * 
retirement system for 1,150,000 
railroad workers. 
Another of the senate’s com­ 
mittees—the judiciary—agreed to 
consider on July 12 all pending 
proposals 
for 
constitutional 
amendments affecting the judi­ 
ciary. Sev eral hav e been pro­ 
posed 
as alternativ es to Mr. 
Roosev elt’s plan to increase the 
Supreme 
court’s 
size, unless 
justices ov er 70 retire. 
The White House announced 
that President Roosev elt had 
signed a bill extending the Civ il­ 
ian Conserv ation Corps three 
years.

PLANTS REOPEN 
UNDER EYES OF 
NATIONAL GUARD

Republic announced last night

B y the Asso cia ted Press 
Canton, O., June 30—Republic 
Steel, once more ignoring CIO 
picket lines, called its m en back 
to the mills today; and 
state 
troops stood by as guarantors of 
safety. 
Before the dawn came, 
na ­ 
tional guard reenforcem ents filed 
into the mill area, opening the 
way to a return to work of about 
3,600 m en who now could join, 
if they w anted to, those 2,000 
self-interned workmen who have 
kept one of Republic’s plants 
here in operation throughout the 
strike’s 35 tum ultuous days. 
It was here at Canton th a t the 
steel strike began with barricades 
and picket lines after the corpor­ 
ation declined CIO’s dem and for 
a signed contract. 
Tomorrow m orning, a t Indiana 
Harbor, Ind., m ore steel plants 
will open, the Inland Steel com­ 
pany announced. But CIO’s Van 
A. B ittner, regional director there, 
said the union would “do every­ 
thing possible to stop the plant 
from opening;” th a t 9 9 per cent 
of th e 13,000 Inland Steel em ­ 
ployes were m embers of CIO. 
Both sides were silent con­ 
cerning 
President 
Roosevelt’s 
com m ent th a t he believed the 
m ajority of people’s opinion of 
strikers 
and 
steel 
companies 
alike was well sum m arized in 
Shakespeare’s line: “A plague on 
both your houses.” 
W hite House spokesmen were 
quick to point out however, th a t 
the president had not m eant the 
com m ent as applicable to both 
sides in general, but ra th er to 
the extrem ists of both sides. 
On the strike’s youngest front, 
Johnstow n, Pa., the m ayor and 
city council told two strike lead­ 
ers to get out of town for their 
own safety. The city, said Mayor 
Daniel J. Shields, could no longer 
be responsible for the safety of 
the union men, CIO sub-regional 
D irector Jam es M ark and C. W. 
Jones, president of the striking

M ark replied with a prom pt 
“No,” and sent an im m ediate ap­ 
peal to Governor Earle to clam p 
m artial law on the area once 
more. It was m artial law, since 
lifted, th a t forced the closing 
of Bethlehem Steel’s plant here 
w ith its 15,000 employes. 
The plant which subsequently 
reopened and was operating— 
its m anager said—a t near nor­ 
mal, is now sh ut because of dy­ 
nam ite blasts which ripped w ater 
lines yesterday, forcing closing 
“indefinitely/* although repairs 
are being hurried.

Income tax receipts, bolstered 
by the levy on undistributed cor­

totaled $2,144,79 5,000, a 50 per 
cent advance. 
Mr. Roosevelt forecast in his 
original January budget a 65 per 
cent climb in income tax collec­ 
tions. M arch receipts fell below 
forecasts, however, leading the 
president to revise budget esti­ 
m ates and prom pting the treas­ 
ury to investigate tax returns. 
In response to a message from 
Mr. Roosevelt, congress began 
its inquiry into alleged tax eva­ 
sion and avoidance. 
Expenditures through June 26 
totaled $8 ,201,09 1,000, or 9 per 
cent under last year. Excluding
